WHEREAS, the owners of the real estate described as Lot No. 5 
Felger's Addition, more commonly known as 3519 Leesburg Road, located in 
Allen County, Indiana, have petitioned and requested the Fort Wayne City 
Plan Commission to hold a public hearing upon the vacation of a certain
